Put Infant's Medicine 
Into Rubber Nipple

Q—My grandson's dog 


sleeps on his bed and he (the 
boy) keeps h a m s t e r s and 
chipmunks in cages in his 
bedroom. He has lots of trou- 
ble with sinusitis and swol- 
len glands. Shouldn't he get 
rid of the pets or at least 
keep them in the cellar? 


A—The deep attachment a 


child has for his pets should 
be encouraged. A pet should 
be banished only if it can be 
shown that it has a com- 
municable disease or that a 
member of the family has a 
true a l l e r g y to it. Your 
grandson's sinusitis and en- 
larged lymph nodes are most 
likely the result of an infec- 
tion picked up from another 
human being. 


Q—Can u s m a l l green 


turtle c a r r y disease to a 
child? 


A—It may transmit an in- 


fection with Salmonella, the 
germ that c a u s e s food 
poisoning. For this reason, 
the child should not touch 
the turtle or the water in its 
bowl. If he should happen to 
do so, it is important that he 
wash his h a n d s promptly 
with a soap that contains 
hexachlorophene. 


Q—Is it harmful for small 


children to sleep in the same 
room with s e v e r a l para- 
keets? 


A—Various birds that have 


been domesticated are capa 
ble ot transmitting parrot 
fever or psittacosis, a form 
of pneumonia

have been in the house for 
two months or more and 
show no s i a n s of illness, 
however, there is no clanger

Q—My 7-week-old son has 


a protruding navel. We have 
used stomach binders and 
have t a p e d it but nothing 
helps.

A—Practically all umbili- 


cal hernias close spontane- 
ously before the child is 2. 
Since taping irritates the 
skin, it should be avoided. 
The best treatment is watch- 
ful waiting. If surgical re- 
pair is necessary, it should 
be done shortly before your 
son starts to go to school.

Some legislators criticized the 


length of the 63-Item call, which 
they received Saturday, and the 
Inclusion of controversial non- 
tax matters, such as the repeal 
of the "fair trade" liquor law, 
creation of a merit system for 
state employes and establish* 
ment of a scenic rivers system. 


Faulkner said a reason Rock- 


efeller Included some items was 
that he has strong convictions 
about them and may have no 
other chance to propose them. 
The governor's second term ex* 
pires in January as the legis- 
lature goes into regular session. 


Several legislators said some 


items could best be left for a 
regular session. 


"It seems to me that every 


controversial issue that remains 
unresolved and which has faced 
our state over the past 10 to IS 
years is in the call," said House 
Speaker Hayes McClerkin of 
Texarkana. 


McClerkin said the fact that 


Rockefeller would ask the legls- 
laturo for $35 million in new 
taxes was reason not to divert 
its attention with "periphery 
controversial" items. The tax 
proposals were Rockefeller's 
primary reason for summoning 
the session. 


The governor wilt seek an in- 


crease in the personal Income 
tax, extension of the 3 pet' cunt 
sales tax to services and re- 
moval of the 3 per cent use tax 
exemption given utilities and 
quasipublic corporations. 


Sen. 
Morretl Cbthright of 


Pine Bluff, president pro tern- 
pore of the Senate^ was not 
critical of the length of the call, 
since it contains many budget 
matters that would need atten- 
tion if the legislature raises new 
revenue. But he said items "the 
legislature has b$en wrangling 
over" for years should be tak- 
en up in regular session. 


"Some of these items don't 


seem to be emergencies what- 
soever," said Rep- Sterling R. 
CockriU Jr. 
of Little Rock, 


House majority leader. 


"It's almost unbelievable that 


he'd include all these things in 
a special session," said Sen. 
R o b e r t Harvey of SwifK». 
"This certainly is wt my con- 
ceptkw of a special session."

Rock. 


Brandon said it appeared the 


governor had included, items 
that legislators, facing an elec-

Predictions of legislators of 


the length of the session ranged 
from about 10 days to three 
weeks, McClerkin said the leg* 
Islature could complete Its work 
in 10 days to two weeks if it 
hustled. 


Gathright predicted t h r e e 


weeks, but he said it could be 
less since it would be meaning- 
less to pursue the budget items 
if the tax bills failed. Legisla- 
tors who have expressed an 
opinion on it don't think the 
revenue proposals have much 
of a chance.

Springs said he did not think 
the call was overly long. "We 
can handle five or 10 bills a day 
almost as easy as two," he 
said. 


"The 
governor felt that he 


made decisions based on the 
needs of the state and the ur- 
gencies of the matters," Faulk- 
ner said. 


"Some of them, like the merit 


system, you can debate, but this 
Is something the governor feels 
very strongly about. He's the 
governor now and he doesn't 
know if he will be governor 
next January. 


"This is a big consideration. 


He feels that if he's going to 
stand up for the tilings he be- 
lieves in, he might as well pro- 
pose them and fight for them 
now while he lias a chance." 


Every item included in the 


call was encouraged by at least 
some legislators, Faulkner said. 


Backers of the scenic river 


legislation also strongly urged 
its inclusion in the call because 
they didn't feel it received a full 
hearing in the 1969 regular ses- 
sion, when it was killed before 
reaching the Senate floor, and 
because they felt the climate 
was right in view of the current 
emphasis on pollution control, 
Faulkner said. 


He said a reason for includ- 


ing "fair trade" repeal was that 
It would be revenue • producing 
legislation. The administration 
plans to combine repeal of the 
law with an increase in thu tax 
on liquor. Faulkner said Rock- 
efeller 
had decided on how 


much to raise the tax, but that 
lie could not disclose the figure 
now, 


The "fair trade" law sets the 


minimum markup on liquor at 
the wholesale and retail level.
